the book aiftt is new. I agree that most ad the tWngs said have keen said 
before la one form or nsother. However it is mm thing for an isolated 
statement to a^ppear in a news report or la a colnmai <«casloaalty by 
writers of i^aestionable rtspoaalhiiity, and tt Is ^piite another Alng to 
assemble the ^ole speetrom of statements into one boadc and d^tntd this 
pobllcatlon on the basis of these r^erences. I contSaoe to feel that this 
book will do great harm to Ike United Slates ami to the Free World and 
will a^ord Commonlst movement a great pr^^aganda weapon.
